6, The Leipsig-llolzhausen (N 52/f 21) radio installation was assigned radio 
monitoring missions on 1 July 1951 in conrection with the establishment 
of a central control ever all radio monitoring activities. Personnel to 
be assigned to this station, according to plans ade by the radio office 
in Leipzig-iederau, include one chief, a chief radio operator, who :
